What Her Book Will Be Like.

Hioneymoon, that strange word suggest- 
fve of much sweetness served in silvery 
light, has a new meaning for me. No dic- 
tionary maker is responsible. My thanks 
ere due only to Mr. and Mrs. William Ho- 
mer Leavitt—Ruth Bryan that was, as they 
gay down in the Ozarks, where she and 
her artist husband are spending their 
honeymoon, the guests of Mr. and Mrs. 
T. J. Akins, 

Before they let me share one of the days 
of this honeymoon of theire I thought that 
the word meant a time of no accomplish- 
ment in the way of work in order that all 
the affection in two natures might be al- 
lowed to exhaust itself so thoroughly that 
there would be no need of tts display- 
ing ttself again while life lasted. Niagara 
Falls, Washington, D. C., loads of new 
clothes and shiny-soled shoes were the ac- 
companiments of the first syllable of the 
word. 

Seclusion from the society of all others 
but THE ONE in some poky place, until 
the @fst seeds that would sprout into dl- 
voroe or disagreement some day were sown 
was the dreadful significance of the sec- 
ond, 

But Mr. and Mrs. Teavitt have proven 
my notions false. I am compelled to ac- 
knowledge that my one day of their honey- 
moon was jolly good fun—and it wasn't 
a rehearsed, planned-beforehand time, 
either. 

Their honeymoon isn't a do-nothing-until- 
you-tire-of-each performance. 

Together they are doing their chosen 
work—he is painting pictures, she is writ- 
ing stories. Without searching they find 
much material as they drive or walk along 
the winding rocky roads of the Ozarks near 
the little town of Humaneville, Mo. 

The stories are not the first Mrs. Leavitt 
has written—writing has been her delight 
since her little girlhood. They are meant 
to be the prelude of a book that will be 
written some day. They may become part 
of a book themselves—that depends upon 
the publishers of magazines. This is Mrs. 
Leavitt's plan: Each story, and its ac- 
companying illustrations, which will be 
Gone by her husband, will be sent to a lead- 
ing magazine. If it is accepted—tres bien. 
Its chances to become part of a book are 
ended. Tf it is rejected its future is not 
yet definitely settled. It must receive two 
more rejections before it will be accepted— 
in the Home of Unaccepted Manuscripts. 

If the publishers accept all the stories 
then there will be no home and ne book of 


‘that kind. 


Mrs. Leavitt Has a 
Western Girl Heroine. 


While Mra. Leavitt is writing and pilan- 
ning stories she is giving thought to an- 
other kind of book. She has not written 
va line of it as yet, but she has made its 
outline and determined upon its characters 
and the parts of the country that will serve 
‘as the soenes of action. It is to be the 
story of a western girl of ideals that grows 
into a woman and learns much knowledge 
of the world. 

Mrs. Leavitt knows the West and its 
girls. She will let the girl of her story go 


book ts done, however, she will bring the 
girl grown to womanhood back to her 
western home. From there she will let her 
tell her own story. 

The scenery described will be that seen 
by Mrs. Leavitt in her travels. The plot 
of the book it would not be fair for me 
to tell you. Plots are sacred things as 
well as personal property. 

There will be men in the book—a good 
man and one that might have been better. 
There will be a love story and some sor- 
row. I have but one hope concerning the 
book. May it# last page give you as much 
pleasure when it is written and printed as 
it gave me when I heard it from the 
authoress that it to be. 

The Nevember sun, unsatisfied because 
of its limited shining time, had evened up 
matters by sending up slant rays from its 
prism behind the oak-topped, rocky sided 
Ozarks. The rays had individualized parts 
of the clear, far-up-in-the-air sky of the 
Ozark country. The east had a soft, pinky 
color, like that of wild geraniums. The 
north was heavy blue. The south and 
west had bands of lavender and blue and 
gold that played pussy wants a corner as 
the sun was sent farther down into the 
dungeon of his prison. The cows of the 
Akins herd off in the lot near the mill 
were moving with such confidence that the 
sound was aimost melody. The negro ser- 
vants were singing as they cooked supper 
in the big kitchen. We wrapped so that we 
felt none of the mountain chill, were swing- 
ing on the lawn. 

I had lived the story of the western girls 
of ideals—so well had Mrs. Leavitt told 
her story. We were at the place where 
writers are said to feel the pangs of part- 
ing. 

Daintily as one that loves them places 
flowers she told me of things as they will 
be on that last page. I saw the woman 
back in the West, her lesson of life learned 
outside of the happiness insuring course. 
TI felt her concern and I understood her 
misgivings. 

Then Mrs. Leavitt put about the woman 
of her story and me the atmosphere of the 
western country. The worrles and the 
troubles went as the light went from the 
sky—slowly and surely. When the last 
words of the last page were said the swing 
went on through the twilight—and I was at 
peace with life. 

If the last page of Mrs. Leavitt's book 
does that much for her readers no one but 
the critics that like unsoothing termina- 
tions will be satisfied. Not that Mrs. 
Leavitt's last page is of the “lived happy 
ever’’ after kind. Neither is it the intensely 
impossible kind that is made impossible in 
order that it may be “‘different.’’ 

Mrs. Leayitt has worked out a new kind 
of ending of her own. 

She is wholly innocent of conceit. She 
has no notion that she is a genius, neither 
does she feel that she Is called upon to send 
messages to the world. She writes be- 
cause it is her pleasure to do so. She does 
her work painstakingly. When her lead 
pencil has blazed the way for her thought 
her typewriter makes smooth the rough 
placés, fills in the hollows and puts obtrud- 
ing twigs out of the way. 


Refore the She takes much time to think and Is will- 


ing to wait for experience before attempt- 
ing her life work. She writes as she talks 
and she takes her characters from those 
about her. Her scenery is that she has 
seen and her stories usually have facts for 
foundation. 

“TIT know that my stories are not perfect," 
she said to me. “I even know their 
faults, but I feel for them as mothers do 
for their hurt children—just as if their 


epines were twisted or their eyes crossed or 
their bodies misshaped. 

“T want to make them straight as much 
as I cam and that in itself gives me much 
pleasure."’ 

She has visited Mexico, and one of her 
stories is about the customs and supersti- 
tions of that country and their effect upon 
two Yale men and a Wellesley girl who}; 
made their home there. It tells of a sun 
god, and it is weird enough to make one 
shiver. 

Her very best story has the Ozarks for 
a background. A city girl who becomes the 
wife of a man in a country town while 
piqued at her St. Louls lover is the sub- 
ject of the sketch. In time the quiet of 
the country town palls upon her. Mrs. 
Leavitt has done this part of the story 
particularly well. The longing of the city 
woman for even a bit of coal smoke is a 
grief of which few have told and which 
many think impossible. 

The mist of Ozark rainstorms is likened 
to the misunderstanding that exists be- 
tween the city girl and her country hus- 
band. Mrs. Leavitt is In the story herself 
as naturally as you. please as the bride 
who comes to the country town for her 
honeymoon. The disappointed wife con- 
fides her troubles to the bride and asks 
advice. Her discontent is increased by a 
letter from her lover. 

The baby of the unhappy woman is made 
to do strong, but unconscious work in the 
straightening of the crooked places in its 
mother’s life. This story will have two 
illustrations. One will show the wife in 
her garden. Another will be of her when 
she is tempted most. 

A handsome young matron of Humans- 
ville will serve as a model for the illus- 
trations. The artist will change the happy 
expression of her face by the addition.of a 
few sad lines. This story has been done 
since the unplanned honeymoon in the 
Ozarks.

’ Perhaps as some people have been mean 
enough to hint, Plunger Gates is so fond 
wf watered stock that he prefers to ride in 
a steam launch rather than on a train, but 
anyway he owns all the watered stock 
involved, which consists in the staunch 
little steam yacht Roxana, which he 
bought with his own money.

Mr. Gates’ visit to his old home was not 
over-heralded.

It is a shame, too, for there are hundreds 
of people in St. Louis who were very anx- 
fous to see Mr. Gates, and shake him by 
the hand—or the foot, or the hair—any por- 
faba of his anatomy, in fact. There is a 


little matter of a trust rumor which he is 
said to have started, and which created 
a run on many local institutions, that they 
wished to talk over with him Mr. Gates 
denied that he started that rumor, but he 
would have had to show Missourians, and 
being a Missourian himself, he ought 
to have known this.

$40,000 launch just now—a small skiff 
would have answered, but so long as she 
is bought, we will endeavor to make the 
most of her. 

The Roxana is 100 feet long, we are told, 
and has a 1i7-foot beam. We might as well 
have had an 18-foot beam. Why not an 18- 
foot beam? Is a 17-foot beam entirely in 
keeping with our dignity? Let us have 
that béam taken out, or off, and a new one 
substituted. We object to the draft too.

Court Has Sustained the City Attor- 
ney in His Move to Bring All Who 
Ran and All Who Patronized Gam- 
bling Places to Trial. 


CITY COUNCIL ORDERED 
THE CASES DISMISSED

SPRINGFIELD, IIL, Nov. 
for years, it appears now that the 
gambling combine of Springfield is broken. 
The court has sustained the city attorney, 
and what are known as the gambling cases 
must be tried. 

All the troubles of the once famous com- 

bination are traceable to a desire to con- 
trol the slot machine business in the cap- 
ital city of the state. For the first time in 
the past dozen years, public gaming has 
been of little consequence for the past six 
months. The gamblers themselves are dis-; 
couraged, and the ‘‘tin horns’’ have sought 
other flelds. 
An interesting tale is contained in the 
various troubles of the combine during the 
past six months. County and city officials 
and ministers of the gospel have at oda 
times been drawn into the fray which at 
present promises to stop public gambling. 
When the new Democratic administration, 
headed by Mayor H. H. Devereaux, came 
into power six months ago, slot machines 
were flourishing in more than a third o! 
the 300 saloons in Springfield... Saloon 
keepers who owned their slot machines 
were told that they must contribute 3% per 
cent of the receipts to the gambling com- 
bine and in addition that the representa- 
tive of the combine must carry the keys 
of the slot machines. Those having rented 
machines were told they must pay 50 per 
cent of the slot machine proceeds under 
like conditions, and all were given to under- 
stand that the amount was levied for pro- 
tection. 

Four saloon keepers, Patrick Allen, Wil- 
liam McHale, M. J. Walsh and Michael} 
Gaughan, all owning their own machines. 
refused to contribute. And their action 
precipitated the fight which has made 
things more than rough for the big syndi- 
cate,

Police officers took the slot machines out 
of the four saloons and had them carted | 
to police headquarters. Then the four: 
saloon keepers formed a combination 
thefr own. Thoy subscribed a fund 
hired Detective Frank Ryur to get out 
warr-ents for the gamble:s. Detective Ryan} 
made nis first efforts in tho justice courts. 
For many days he continued to swear cut a 
new buch of warrants, some for the em- 
ploves of the gambling houses and others 
commanding the constables to search the 
resorts and con‘iscate the gambling para- 
phernalia. 

One after another the gamblers continued 

to obtain knowledge of the warrants before 
service was obtained, and, tn consequence, 
'none of the property was confiscated. 
Then Ryan tried the county court. For 
'a month, he continued each day to swear 
jout warrants, and the result was practially 
| the same. The four salboonkeepétrs, who 
E.| were making the trouble, shortly discovered 
that they had a fight with other persons 
| than the gamblers. While other saloons 
remained open on Sunday and after mid- 
night, in violation of the ordinances, the 
police, acting under orders, closed the 
places of Allen, Caughan, McHale and 
Walsh promptly at 12 o'clock and also. on 
Sunday. When, in violation of these or- 
ders, Allen opened his place recently, he, 
together with his bartenders and all per- 
sons found in the place, were taken to po- 
lice headquarters in the patrol wagon ard 
were made to furnish bond for their re- 
lease, the inmates on a charge of disor- 
derly conduct. In retaliation the sal»on- 
keepers appeared before the grandjury and 
furnished information which resulted In an 
indictment for malfeasance in office being 
returned against Mayor Devereux. 

The heaviest blow to the combine, how- 
ever, came when the city attorney, Arthur 
Fitzgerald, appeared in the circuit court 
and filed civil] suits for the collection of 
fines from 100 persons whom he named as 
players in the gambling houses. The list 
included prominent persons and the pubii- 
cation of their names certainly set things 
‘going. Both the Republican aud Democrat- 
ic newspapers became assured that Fits- 
gerald’s fight against the gamblers was on 
the “square” and they took sides with him. 
This resulted in a split between the Demo- 
crutic city and county administrations with 
| their official organ, the INinois State Regis- 
ter, and this has helped to keep the fight 
on the boom. 

At its meeting last week, the city coun- 


cll directed the city attorney to withdraw 
the civil suitS he had filed against the 10 
persons whom he charged with pla 
gambling houses. City Attorney itzger- 
'ald refused to obey e mandate. Acting

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Important Discoveries Made 


IONDON, Nov. 14.—Many hftherto un- 
known saying of Jesus Christ have been 
discovered in Egypt by archeologists who 
have dug up papyri, buried since the sec- 
ond century, 100 miles south of Cairo. Dr. 
Bernard P. Grenfell, who has been engaged 
in Egyptian excavations. since 1894, at the 
general meeting of the Egypt exploration 
fund here yesterday, gave the following de- 
tails: 

Accompanied hy Dr. Hunt, Dr. Grenfell 
found a rich Ptolemaic necropolis at El- 
Hibh. The bulk of the documents from 
one mound consisted of a collection of say- 
ings of Jesus. They are all introduced with 
the words: “Jesus saith,’ and for the 
most part are new. The ends of the lines, 
unfortunately, are often obliterated. 

Apparently all the sayings were addressed 
to St. Thomas. One of the most remarka- 
ble is: 

“Let not him that seeketh cease from his 
search until he find, and when he finds he 
shall wonder; wondering, he shall reach the 
kingdom, i. e., the kingdom of heaven, and 
when he reaches the kingdom, he shall have 
rest.’’ 

Dr. Grenfell remarked that enormous 
interest would be aroused by the discover-

An interesting variation of the gospel ac- 
cording to St. Luke, llth chapter and 62d 
verse (‘‘Woe unto you, lawyers. For ye 
have taken away the key of knowledge; ye 
entered not in yourselves, and them that 
were entering in ye hindered’’), reads in 
the papyrus: “Ye have hidden the key of 
knowledge; ye entered not yourselves and 
to them that were entering in ye did not 
open.’ 

Another fragment contained a discourse 
of Christ, closely related to passages of 
the sermon on the mount, and a conversa- 
tion between Christ and his disciples, in 
which Christ answers a question as to 
when his kingdom will be realized, saying: 

‘When ye return to the state of innocence 
which existed before the fall.’ 

A valuable find was made in papyri, writ- 
ten in Latin, giving the text of the Epistle 
to the Hebrews and an epitome of Livy's 
Six ‘lost books. This, with other wapyt. 
covering the period 150-137 B. C., rew 
much new and valuable information on the 
history of the world and marked the re- 
covery of hitherto lost classical literature 
of Egypt. 

A quaint instance of the business meth- 
ods in vogue in 137 A. D. is shown in the 
discovery of an amusing contract whereby 
a slave boy was to be taught shorthand 
for 120 drachmae.. The payment was ar- 
ranged on a thoroughly business-like basis, 
40 drachmae down, 4 on eatisfactory evi- 
dence of progress and 40 on the attain- 
ment of proficiency.

ANGERED BY THE ALASKA CASE 


Two Prominent Families Combine 
Blood of French and Scottish 
Royal Families. 


Spectal to the Post-Dispatch. 

MONTREAL, Nov. 14.—The entire pop- 
ulation of all the Canadian provinces 
is moved to deep and intense scorn of En- 
gland’s treachery, as they call it, or folly 
in the late Alaskan boundary decision. The 
United States is not blamed, because 
Canadians expected nothing from _ the 
United States, “not even ‘a square deal,’ ” 
but, as Sir Jette, one of the Canadian com- 
missioners, i# reported to have said, the 
effect of the “unfair action of Judge Alver- 
stone and of the English decision is going 
farther than appears on the surface.’’ The 
“going farther,’’ as several journals in 
Canada, voicing public opinion, say, means 
towards ‘‘separation from England.”’ 

For a long time Canadians have felt that 
they were suffering in discrfminations made 
against them by the English court to please 
the United States One of the Canadian 
members of the British parliament has de- 
scribed the British cabinet in this consid- 
eration as being composed of “Il7 jack- 
asses,’' and Mr. Gourley, in the Canadian 
parliament, in reference to this same 
Alaskan boundary matter, has character- 
ized British politicians of the ‘‘two last 
generations as being cowards and imbe- 
ciles."’ The feeling that has produced ex- 
pressions in pwhblic like the above is not 
only deep, but extended, and must be pow- 
erful to have made such a change in the 
most ancient and loyal of all the British 
colonies. The Canadians feel not only that 
they have been dealt with unjustly, but 
since the days of the seiwmeurial defense of 
that their loyalty—time-tested and valorous 
Quebec in 1776, and the united empire loy- 
alist sacrifice of 178&3—has received the last 
ungrateful blow that its pride will consent 
to withstand. 

The result is that, while the public 
press in Canada is talking about separation 
in its columns daily since the arbitration 
decision has been made known, while the 
Canadian commissioners and others have 
uttered warnings to the English as to the 
probable effect of this decision on the minds 
of the Canadian people, there is already a 
rumor borne across the border of a plan of 
establishing an independent Canadian 
monarchy, to be free from British over- 
lordship on the other hand and different 
from the republican form of government

Even the proposed “Royal Family of 


Canada”’ has been discussed, while the con- 
situation of Canada will remain as now, 
founded on the articles of capitulation of 
Montreal and the treaty of 1763. This 
security of the treaty is not only honest, 
but is diplomatic, making certain the 
French population, because this treaty, on 
which the constitution rests, provides for 
the maintenance of the seigneurial preroga- 
tives, the Catholic religion, the French 
language and the code of Paris, as es- 
tablished in the Province of Quebec, s0 
dear to the French in that province. 

Now the discussion of the “Royal Fam- 
ily of Canada” is also toward harmonizing 
the interests of the two great races of the 
Dominion, the ‘“‘Norman-British’” and 


French. (In Canada “‘An ode ge is un- 
pepe: ar just now. savor ~~ o much of 
ondon and Washington.) ell, one of the 
families that is spoken of is that of the 
Duc de Chatelledaut, or, as it is known in 
Scotland, that of the Duke of Hamilton. 

Now, there are scattered over the extent 
of Canada, but particularly in Cape Breton 
and Prince Edward Island, the descend- 
ants of the Scottish Highlanders who 
fought for the Stuarts in the disastrous 
battie of Colloden against the ancestor of 
Spe present dynasty that was put on the 

rone of Britain by a vote of Parilament, 
contrary to the hereditary succession pro- 
vided for in the British constitution, and 
which inheres in the royal family of 8Stu- 
art. And the family of the Duke of Ham- 
ilton in Scotland, bearing also the title 
of Duc de Chatelleraut in France, is the 
nearest representative of the house of Stu- 
art, that laid the foundation of the British 
Empire beyond the sea, in America, that 
the foliies of the “usurping House of Han- 
over,’’ with its George III had done much 
to lose in 1776 and seems to be bent on 
firrish'ing in 1903-4. 

It will be remembered by those who have 
read the history of Scotland that the 
nearest heir to the throne when Queen 
Mary of Scotland abdicated was John, 
Duke of Hamilton, in Scotland, and Duc 
de Chatelleraut in France, He was de- 
scribed also through his grandmother, the 
Princesa Margaret Tudor. from the Planta- 
genets, who were claimants of the throne 
of France in the eldest Hen from Isabelle, 
daughter of Phillippe IV, King of France 
in 1314, and whose line, seated on the 
throne of England, did not cease to hold 
this claim all through the Stuart reigns. 
In this manner, apart from his French 
title of Duc de Chatelleraut, the Duke of 
Hamilton represents the French royalty— 
perhaps the nearest French royalty in ex- 
istence, But there is another consideration 
which recommends him to Canadians of 
the “Norman-British” and French races. 
His family name is Douglas, and while 
several of his ancestors were generals of 
France and Scotland in the days of the 
long alliance between those countries 
against England, and Ducs of Touraine, he 
is supposed to possess all of the iron firm- 
ness and fiery pride and valor of the ug- 
lases of old that will lead him to defend 
the rights of Canada when endangered in 
the future.

DEALS WITH COMMON EVILS: 


Highway Robbery, Bribery and Di- 
vorce Treated With a Firm Hand 
by the Ancient Law Giver. 


Bpecia! to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 14.—Lessons in the pre. 
vention of bribery, in the punishment of 
hold-up men, tn the regulation of divorce, 
in the instilling of firmness into judges 
and in the abolishment of building depart- 
ments in municipal governments are all to 
be found in a translation of an ancient 
legal code just issuod by the University of 
Chicago press division. 

The code is the work of » Hammurabi, 
king of Babylonia about 220 B. C., and is 
the most ancient legal writing in existence. 
The present translation has been made by 
Prof. Robert Harper, professor of Semitic 
languages at the University of Chicago. 
It is the only complete translation of the 
code in existence. 

The provision dealing with the bribery of 
witnesses is as follows: 

“If a man in a case offers as a bribe 
grain or money to the witnesses he shall 
himself bear the sentence passed in that 
case.”’ 

It is not recorded whether any self-sacri- 
ficitie friends of a criminal ever took ad- 
vantage of this law to secure the release 
of the criminal. Magazine writers of that | 
day must have found the possibility a 
fruitful source for romances.

“If she has not been a careful mistress, 
has gadded about, has neglected her house 
and has belittled her husband, they shall 
throw that woman into the water.’’

Commissioner Anderson’s Report 
Shows That the Workday Is 
Gradually Growing Shorter. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Mo:, Nov. 14.—Some 
interesting deductions may be made from 


Labor Commissioner Anderson for the year 
1902 for publication in his forthcoming an- 
nual report. Among other data is found 
that the total membership of the 636 unions 
in the state is 79,443, of @hich number but 
23835 are females. The increase in member- 
ship during 1902 was 28,852. The report also 
shows that in the organized trades and oc- 
cupations, 80.56 per cent of the persons em- 
ployed in these trades or occupations are 
members of organizations. The report, 
shows that a gradual reduction in the 
hours constituting a work day is taking 
The average number of hours con- 
Stituting a day's work in 1901 was 9.5, while 
in 1902 it was 9.26. The rate of wages had 
also increased from an avérage of %.29 per 
cent per hour in 1901 to 27.77 per cent per 
hour in 192. During the year 192 the 
labor organizations of the state expended 
in “out of work,” “sick,” “death,” “strike’’ 
and “accident”’ benefits, $185,081.66. During 
1902 there were 159 strikes and lockouts, of 


which 110 were settled satisfactory to the 
unions involved, 2% were complomised and 
9 were Jost. The tota] number of ons 
invol in strikes was 30,049. The 
total amounts expended by the organiza- 
tions in popport of strikes during the year 
Was $4,711.11 The estimated amount of 
wages lost to members threugh strikes dur- 
ing the year 1902 was $142,844.85.

DID HE PEDDLE POSTOFFICES? 


This Is the Matter Charged and This 
Is What His Opponents Say They 
Will Find Out Before They 
Have Finished With 

Him. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LINCOLN, Neb., Nov. 
C. H. Dietrich auction off postoffices in the 
South Platte country to the highest bidder? 

That is a question which will be asked 
the postoffice investigation committee at 
Washington, and last of ali the Senate, 
should the federa] grandjury fail to make 
a scarching inquiry. 

For four days the jurymen at Omaha 
have been listening to witnesses. The di- 
rect charge is that Senator Dietrich ex- 
acted $2500 from Jacob Fisher as the price 
of his appointment to the Hastings post- 
office. Another allegation is that Deputy 
Postmaster Haman paid $400 for his place 
and that the postmaster at Alma paid 
$550. However, the Hastings matter is the 
one now being probed. 

Hastings is the home of Senator Drfet- 
rich. Here the postoffice controversy has 
caused a vic.ous rent In the Republican 
party. Leopold Hahn held the office when 
Dietrich was elected United States senator. 
He declared that when the office was 
moved to Dietrich’s building Hahn refused 
to sanction a contract for rent at $2300. He 
still refused when the price was lowered 
to $1300. Then he was notified that he would 
bc ousted from the postoffice. Hahn saw 
that it would be foolish to make a fight 
and urged his friend, Jacob Fisher, to en- 
ter the race. F‘sher did so. 

Hahn declared that in a few days he 
confided to him that Dietrich wanted $2500 
for the office. After pondering over the 
matter Hahn advised Fisher to give a 
note, place it in Dietrich’s bank then defy 
the latter to collect it. 

Hahn also says he was engaged by 
Fisher to go to Omaha and see John C. 
Cowin. He started, but the lawyer was 
gone. On his way back Hahn consulted 
John D. Pope of Friend. Pope said that 
the money could not be collected if the 
note was given for an improper purpose. 


Fisher Appears to 
Have Talked Too Much. 


When Hahn returned he says that Fisher 
had told a half dozen men. Dietrich heard 
it and, Hahn alleges, made Fisher pay him 
the cash. Fisher borrowed monéy at the 
bank and gave his note. 

In his defense Dietrieh denies the whole

For whom did these persons conspire? 
How would they .profit by the con- 
spiracy? 

The announcement of the possible dismis- 
sal of Andrew McGrew, Miss Dreyer’s 
brother-in-law, from his position in the 
United States subtreasury, on the charge 
of being a party to the conspiracy against 
Postmaster Baumhoff, adds a new compli- 
cation to the case. 

Last year Miss Dreyer made _ serious 
charges to officers of the government, 
which involved Postmaster Baumhoff of 
St. Louis. These charges alleged offensive 
conduct on his part and subsequent oppres- 
sion. They were listened to by three post- 
office inspectors, who are said to have cx- 
pressed deep sympathy for the young wom- 
an’s plight before they departed to make 
their report to the head of the postoffice 
department. 

Charges against the postmaster of St 
Louis did not come alone from Miss Drey- 
er. They were made by two other young 
women in the postoffice, Miss Chapman, 
now Mrs. Dahl, and Miss Birdie Knott, 
now Mrs. Westman. Their statements 
were heard and carried back to headquar- 
ters. 


Vaults Conceal 


Their Testimony. 

In the vaults in the big white building 
on Pennsylvania avenue, in Washington, 
midway between the Capitol and the 
White House, the home of the postoffice 
department, the record of the accusations 
of these three young women against Mr. 
Baumhoff was hidden, and, apparently, 
forgotten. 

The young women were not dismissed 
from the service. Mr. Baumhoff did not 
lose his place. All was serene in the big 
gray building on Olive street.

The archives were searched, the charges 
brought forth, and on the strength of them 
Mr. Baumhoft’s reappointment was delayed 
for a time.

WIFE’S TESTIMONY EXCLUDED 


Rule Which Debars Her From Being 
Witness for Husband Not Up to 
Modern Standards. 


“The rule of law which prohibits a wo- 
man from testifying in support of her 
husband in many cases is, in my opinion,

By noon every street near the Yale 
campus was blockaded by the gathering 
clans. 

Every house facing the campus or on the 
avenues leading to Yale field was bravely 
arrayed in loyal blue Yale bunting. Truly 
the Tigers were in a country overwhelm- 
ingly ostile. Hostile, that is, in a purely 
technical sense. 


27,000 Seats 
Were Packed. 


There were around the gridiron 27,00 seats. 
Every seat was filled long before the 
battle was begun. At least 1000 men on 
foot were tuck away on the side lines. 
For a half hour there was a battle of 
song and waving of flags. A brass band 
was at the head of each side's cheering 
aquad. 

There was little betting done. In the New 
Haven House and in the different restau- 
rants, all crowded to the doors, Yale money 
went begging. The Elis were willing to 
give 5 to 3, but the Princetonians asked fur 
2 to 1, so that comparatively little money 
changed hands.

The Yale luck was in evidence at the be- 
ginning, for Capt. Rafferty won the tcss 
and chose the northern goal. As the buat- 
tle raged the cheering from the east and 
west banks of seats’ increased in volume. 
When Yale gave the ball to Hogan and he 
in two terrific plunges gained no less than 
90 yards through Princeton's iine the Yale 
rooters sang their famous undertaker song.

HARNESS DRIVER 


Orrin Hickok, Recently Deceased, De- 
veloped Several Famed Trot- 
ting Performers. 


Orrin Hickok’s recent death, as chroni- 
cled in dispatches from Louisville, means 
the loss to the harness horse world of one 
of its most conspicuous figures. 

Mr. Hickok was from childhood identified 
with the breeding of thoroughbred trotting 
horses, Although born in the East, he went 
to California at an early age and soon after 
attaining manhood became known as one 
of the forémost reinsmen. In 1875 he came 
East determined to own the fastest trot- 
ter in the world. He found he must buy 
either Rarus or St. Julien. He finally 
decided to purchase the latter, St. Julien 
then possessing a record of 2:2%. Frac~- 
tions to the extreme, the experts figured 
that Hickok had purchased a gold brick, 
but Hickok had it in him to win out, and 
he did. Notwithstanding hie work, the 
seasons of 1877 and 1878 passed by without 
Hickok getting St. Julien to the races. 
Finally, in 1878, he adopted heroic meas- 
ures, and only an tron horse such as St 
Julien could have etood it—as high as 
miles in one day, all but 17 of which were 
between 2:20 and 2:30. Both driver and 
horse came out of the ordeal unscathed 
and Hickok discovered he had a horse 
whose deportment was perfect. 


Then he proceeded to still further as- 
tomish the horse world, for Oct. 12 of that 
year he started st. Julien to beat the record 
of 2:13%, held Rarus, and succeeded in 
sending St. em around the Oakiand 
track in 2:12%. Then the former bad actor 
was brought across the Rockies and raced 
on the big tracks. Aug. 1, 1880, he trotted 
a mile at Rocheater . ¥., in 2:01%. Cu- 
riously enough, Maud &. trotted to the same 
time on the same day, so the two big trot- 
ters were forced to divide the honors for

Besides, Emperor 
Francis Joseph's generosity is munificent. 

“The countess is not surprised at the 
brutal conduct of her father, King Leo- 
pold, since her mother’s death.

A QUESTION OF POPULAR CONSCIENCE. 

It was an obvious fact of the last quarter of the Nineteenth 
Century, that the new generation in what had been the “Con- 
federate States” of 1861-65, accepted the results of the civil 
war by what amounted to full confession of judgment on all 
the issues of the war connected with slavery. 

It became a part of the public conscience of the whole coun- 
try that the cost of the war, dreadful in the amount of life 
sacrificed and formidable in the total of property destroyed, 
should stand as justified against the forcible holding of one 
man to “service” by another under authority of law either by 
what was caMed the Dred Scott case, “vi et armis,” or by title 
alleged thropgh purchase. 

How great must be the final effect of the demoralization of 
public conscience when this basic view of right and wrong is 
taken away that there may be substituted for it the theory 
that it is the “white man’s burden” in America to secure gov- 
ernmental possession of the lower races by purchase through 
treaties, or “by force and arms” on the pretext of giving them 
political and religious instruction, or on the open confession 
that it is commercially profitable? 

When following this action under one Republican adminis- 

tration, another takes and prepares forcibly to maintain a 
position which cuts away opposition to the theory of “seces- 
sion” as ap explanation of our own civil war, as it must be 
viewed in the future, how can sanity expect to confine or limit 
the results of the confusion of public conscience thus forced? 
Open and unconcealed reversion to the Anglican policies of 
George III must affect the moral standard of every American 
who is not moved to repudiate and resist this reaction. 
A party which spent one generation in protesting that the 
results of the civil war were of paramount importance to the 
civilized world, is now itself asked to acquiesce silently in the 
acts of its own leaders, completely. nullifying the logic of its 
own history. To what conscience can it pretend afterwards?

Postage and Poetry. 


An action looking to the uplifting of 
authorship and the routing of unfeeling 
and. unreceptive editors has just been 
taken by the Society of American Authors, 

Fifty members assembled in Washington 
and drafted a bill, which will be presented 
at the next session of Congress, providing 
that all authors’ manuscripts be trans- 
mitted through the mails as third-class 
matter. 

As it is today, authors and would-be 
authors are kept poor buying stamps [or 
the purpose of submitting great poems, 
great jokes, great short stories, great nov- 
els and great dramas to the editors of vari- 
ous publications or to the heads of various 
publishing ‘houses, with the idea of obtain- 
ing both wealth and fame ‘therefrom; and 
as the rules of the literary game require 
that all such authors or would-be authors 
must furnish stamps for the return of their 
manuscripts, in case of rejection—in the 
absence of which they will be chucked in- 
to the waste basket or a manhole—it can 
easily be seen that the annual drain upon 
the purses of aspiring litterateurs is some- 
thing terrible. 

Furthermore, it can be seen that if a 
third-class postage rate is granted to all 
writers they will be able to send at least 
three times as much manuscript to the 
publishers as at present. Under these cir- 
cumstances it stands to reason that the 
editors and publishers will finally be forced 
to capitulate. Thus many an ambitious 
writer, who is kept from being famous 
only because the men who own the type 
won't print his stuff, will have a chance to 
get in some heavy licks and produce a few 
great works that will make Lord Byron 
look like a four-flusher and cast a decp, 
dark shade over the literary 
Charles Lamb, Alfred Tennyson and the 
late Mr. Dickens. 

We think we are in the midst of a great 
literary or letterary age; but we are not; 
we are just entering upon it. The worst 
or best is yet to come, and third-rate post- 
age for authors will bring it.

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LIFE ON OTHER WORLDS 
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The Kind We Know Probably Scarce, but No Reason Why the Universe 
May Not Be Full of Life of Other Kinds, Perhaps Higher ° 
Than Ours. 


Mr. Alfred Russel Wallace seems still to 
Stand without company in his theory that 
our little earth is the only tnhabited planet 
in the universe. Prof. F. J. Allen dis- 
cusses’ the question reasonably in the No- 
vember Popular Science Monthly. 

The chief characteristic of life, according 
to Prof. Allen, is “energy traffic."’ Living 
substance absorbs radiant energy, stores 
it and later expends it in active forms, 
such as motion, mechanical work, heat and 
electricit; 

On the earth this energy traffic is carried 
on chiefly among the four elements, nitro- 
gen, Oxygen, carbon and hydrogen. For 
life as we know it to exist there must be 
a supply of these elements or of others 
like them, a narrow range of temperature 
and @ supply of intermittent of varfable 
radiant energy. It is unlikely that these 
conditions exist anywhere in our solar sys- 
tem except on the earth. The sun and 
probably Jupiter and Saturn are too hot. 

Venus might answer the conditions, for 
she has abqut the same size and gravita- 
tion as the earth, which implies the prob- 
ability that she has an atmosphere similar 
in density and composition. Her nearness 
to the sun might make her equatorial re- 
gions too hot for earthly life, but other 
parts of her surface might be of the right 
temperature. But there is a strong suspl- 
cion that Venus keeps the same side always 
turned toward the sun, in which case that 
side would always be scorched and dry 
and the other side cased in ice. Mars is 
probably so cold that water cannot exist 
in a liquid form and gravitation there is 
too slight to hold an atmosphere like ours. 


The planet is so small that little heat can 
be provided from within and is so far from 
the sun that little can be received from 
without. What little heat reaches the sur- 
face must radiate away almost at once. 

The gravitation of Mars is so smal! that it 
is doubtful whether even the vapor of water 
could be held. It seems impossible, there- 
fore that earthly life could exist there. 


The moon has neither air nor water, al- 
though some think that geological activity 
has not ceased there, and the extremes of 
temperature produced by the alternation of 
a half month's sunshine awaken to vital 
activity elements which behave as dead on 
this earth.” 

On the whole it is probable that we are 
the only beings of our kind in our solar sys- 
tem. It may be, too, that the conditions 
required for earthly life are rare in other 
systems, although nobody can say that they 
do not exist. We know from the spectro- 
scope that many stars have the same ele- 
ments and about the same temperature as 
our sun, and sume of those stars may have 
planets situated like the earth. 

But there is no reason to suppose that the 
life we know is the only kind of life there 
is. Other elements than oxygen, nitrogen, 
hydrogen and carbon may carry on “energy 
traffic.”” Although we die of sunstroke on a 
hot duy, there might conceivably be beings 
who could live in the sun itself. “If different 
conditions can awaken a capacity for exalt- 
ed energy traffic among other elements 
than those just named, then the universe 
seems to provide immense possibilities of 
life whose variety and magnificence may 
far exceed anything that we can imagine.”

At sight he appears still more diminu- 
tive.

He has a slight mustache which he 
twirls at frequent intervals during con- 
versation. 

He seldom smiles, but when he laughs 
you know he ts elated. In all the category

In no sense is he a “mixer,” and many 
have wondered how he ever got through 
@& campaign. 

His disposition ig placid, and his manner 
calm. Luminous dark eyes give vividness 
to a countenance that is colorless and 
wrinkled. His jet-blaok hair, which hangs 
loosely about his forehead, is usually part- 
ed on the left side. 

The attorney-general is a fightef to the 
manner born. From the day he assumed

Previously he served a brief term as cir- 
cult judge at Carthage, having been ap- 
pointed to fill a vacancy by Gov. Stone, 


whom he has since come to regard with dis- 
favor e suspicion. 


Crow First Appears 
on the Horizon. — 
When the legislature paseed an act em- 


powering the state board of equalization 
to levy assessments on the property of 


street railway companies, Crow made his | 


first important step into the arena of pub- 
lic attention by advocating the taxation 
of all public service franchises. 

At that time the St. Louis traction com- 
panies paid taxes on about $7,000,000. This 
represented scarcely one-fourth of their ac- 
tual cash valuation. Crow fleaded for & 
higher assessment, but the state auditor, 
treasurer and secretary of state, compos- 
ing a majority of the board, refused to hurt 
the feelings of the street car magnates. 

Crow contended that as the property own- 
ers of St. Louls were assessed on tne 
basis of nearly 70 per cent of their holdings, 
so also the rich and powerful corporations, 
whose earning power was based largely 
upon the public grants they enjoyed, should 
be compelled to bear their just burdens. 

In 18988 Crow renewed his proposition be- 
fore the equalization board, and the assess- 
ments were raised several million dollars. 

With the enactment a year later of the 
law creating the St. Louis street railway 
trust, the value of street railway properties 
was plainly shown. Here was a corporation 
that after paying over to the original 
owners $20,000,000, capitalized itself at $60,- 
000,000 and issued bonds to the extent of 

When the attorney-general presented 
these facts to the state board there oc- 
curred one of the stormiest rows that ever 
perturbed Missouri's official cabinet. 

Crow had denounced the bill to estab- 
lish this monopoly; he declared that to le- 
galize it meant a betrayal of Democratic 
pledges, and he warned the governor of the 
bad features it contained. But now that it 
had become @ reality he was prepared to 
conduct the fight along other lines. 


Gov. Stephens agreed that the street rail- 
way corporations of this city should pay 
more revenue into the state treasury. 
Auditor Seibert and Secretary of State Le- 
sueur did not. In the sessions vu[:the board 
that followed charges and counter charges 
of eorporation influences were made; 
Crow's sincerity was questioned in stinging 
criticisms, and the proceedings took on the 
nature of a serio-comic ward rumpus. 

Just exactly what did transpire behind 
those closed doors at Jefferson City in the 
summer of 1899 has never been confided to 
the public. Brushing aside all precedents, 
the board suppressed its proceedings and 
denied the public the rights to inquire into 
them. 

However, after the storm had subsided 
it was found that street ratiway assess- 
ments were put up anoth@r notch and the 
way paved for an additional increase, 
which came with the advent of the Dock- 
ery regime three years ago. 


Although Crow insisted on his origina] 
proposition with the present board, the 
street railways of St. Louls are assessed 
at only $16,000,000, or aproximately 
third of their aggregate worth.

Crow made an effort a year ago for a 


uniform increase on all public service 
property, which would advance the tota! 
assessments from $120,000,000 to about $160.- 
000,000, and provide a large sum of revenue 
for the public schools. 

The board demurred. Crow moved that 
his resolution be spread on the records, Ir 
was, and then the attorney-general learned 
taht the proceedings were not not to be 
printed. This was the old trick. 


Crow knew it, and was determined not 
to be foled again. He called up Auditor 


Allen and asked that official for the reso- 
lutions he had submitted. Allen refused 
to surrender the document. 
the auditor said this resolutfon would not 
be ‘printed along with the other board 
proceedings, which then had been delayed 
more than six months. 


“Why not?" asked Crow. 

“Because I was told not to,’’ replied A)- 
len.

One of Missouri's greatest revenue pro- 
ducers is the tax on beer, amounting to 
more than $300,000 annually.

In every criminal case appealed to the 
supreme court the duty of making up the 
briefs devioves upon the attorney-general’s 
office A multitude of civil suits emanate 
from there.

Bridge Terminal Railway Co. and the Ter- 
minal Railroad Association.

When the facts were laid before the at- 
torney-general his prompt response was: 

“We will fight ‘em!”’ 

Quo warranto proceedings to dissolve the 
combine were soon filed. 

Mr. Crow recently made application to 
the supreme court to delegate a circuit 
judge to hear the evidence and let the is- 
sues be decided by a jury. The court’s 
answer has not yet been received. 

T have referred only in a casual way to 
some of Mr. Crow’s tasks. The immensity 
of these tasks is not realized until you 
come into contact with one of them. 

The drainage canal case has been under 
consideration four years, The testimony 
already taken is a library to itself. When 
all of the evidence 1s complete it will have 
to be summed up and submitted to the su- 
preme court of the United States at Wash- 
ington. 

Mr. Crow’s duties take him all over Mis- 
souril and into other states. He is in St. 
Louis one day, Kaneas City another, and, 
perhaps, Jefferson City two or three days 
a week. His daily mail includes letters 
from state officials, prosecuting attorneys 
and everybody who has a grievance to alr. 

It requires at least an hour to open this 
mail and two or three hours to answer it. 


Puring the past few months the attorney- 
general's time has been largely taken up 
with the Cole County grandjury. This body 
is grinding away en stories of legislative 
corruption. The strain has been so great 
as to seriously affect Mr. Crow’s health. 


And I do not consider any breach of 
promise to tell at this time a story which 
Mr. Crow has heretofore asked the news- 
papers not to puwblish. 


On Oct. 14 last Crow had spent a par- 
ticularly busy morning at his office. At 2 
o'clock the grandjury met and a number 
of witnesses were on hand. The testimony 
of these witnesses was not concluded at 6 
o'clock, and, in order to give them all an 
opportunity to get away on the night 
trains, Crow had the jury resume its ses- 
sion after the supper hour. 


When Crow re-entered the jury room it 
was remarked that he looked unwell. He 
said he had been suffering slightly from a 
stomach complaint. While examining a 
witness he suddenly put his hand to his 
head, and, uttering a low cry, fell back- 
wards. The jurors rushed forward to catch 
him, but the chair had tilted, and he 
dropped, apparently unconscious, to the 
floor. 

Like a flash the news went over the cap- 
itel city that the attorney-general was dy- 
ing. Physicians were hurried to the court- 
house. When he had partially recovered 
Crow sent for Ed T. Orear, former insur- 
ance commissioner. He thought the end

NEW YORK, Nov. 14.—Wall street, with 
all ites syndicates, is the last place on earth 
one would go looking for a gospel syndi- 
cate, nevertheless right down in the midst 
of financial district there is just such syn- 
dicate and it is made up of the biggest mil- 
lionaires of the world. 

J. Pierpont Morgan could pitch a dollar 
(if he wanted to) from his office to the 
headquarters of this millionaire syndicate, 
organized, not to unload watered stocks on 
the public, but to spread the gospel 
throughout all the land. Other men of mil- 
lions have their offices in the same build- 
ing with the gospel syndicate—in fact, the 
great gospel corporation and one of the 
big banking companies of Wall street run 
side by side in the same office and with the 
same head. 

John D. Rockefeller is one of the heaviest 
stockholders in the gospel syndicate. With 
him are Colgate Hoyt, who was the under- 
writer that floated the syndicate securities; 
Chas. J. Colby, John B. Trever, E. J. Baney 
and James B. Colgate.

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Physicians Awaiting With Great In- 
terest the Result of Operation 
at Flower Hospital. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 14.—Physicians at 
Flower Hospital are awaiting with muoh 
interest the gutcome of an operation for 
the cure of epilepsy performed there yes- 
terday by Dr. William Tod Helumth. The 
skull of a young woman who had been the 
victim of from 16 to 20 epileptic fits a day 
Was opened and a spicula of bone about 
@ quarter of an inch in length was found 
embedded in the braif. It was removed 
and the hospital physicians anticipate that 
the epileptic attacks will cease as a result. 

The fatient was Miss Gerhardine Breu- 
nig. She was struck over the right eye by 
a butcher knife several weeks ago. The 
knife was thrown with such force that the 
blade penetrated the skull about an Jnech 
and a half above the eye. The wound 
healed very quickly, leaving a slight scar. 

Less than a fortnight afterward the 
young woman became subject to attacks 
of epllepsy. At first she had two or three 
a@ day, and then they increased until 
scarcely an hour passed without an attack. 
During these tits she had visions of per- 
sons attacking her with knives. Her strug- 
les during these fits were so violent that 
t was impossible to restrain her. 

This was the history her mother gave 
when the young woman was taken to 
Flower Hospital two weeks ago. 

The case came under the observation of 
Dr. William Tod Helmuth. His diagnosis 
was that the epileptic attacks were caused 
by either a clot or splinter of bone pressing 
on the brain. It was decided to open up 
the skull. 

Directly over the scar an incision about 
an inch in length was made, exposing a 
fracture. Then with a trephine a circular 
piece of bone an inch in diameter was re- 
moved. From the inside surface of this 
‘“‘button,”’ as the surgeons describe the plece 
of bone removed, projected a splinter of 
bone shaped like a thorn. It had pene- 
trated the brain for about a quarter of an 
inch. The surgeons were surprised to find 
that there was no area of inflammation at 
the point where the splinter entered the 
brain. 

After removing the splinter and stitching 
the opening it had made in the brain tis- 
sue, the ‘“‘button’’ was replaced and the 
skin over the wound sewed up. The - 
tient made an excellent recovery from the 
anesthetic, and the surgeons are confident 
the .operation will bring abeut a complete 
cure of the epileptic condition.

If one were asked to give his opinion as 
to which was the greatest race horse of the 
last few years, the names of Hamburg, 
Hermis, Imp, Waterboy, McChesney and 
Dick Welles would be at once thought of 
a8 possessing the necessary qualifications 
for that designation. 

But what constitutes a great race horse? 
Is it the ability to run six furlongs in 1:12 
or @ mile in better than 1:38 or seven fur- 
longs in 1:3? In my judgment the highest 
type of thoroughbred is one that can run 
equally well on a fast or a slow track, can 
carry big weight with ds apparent ease as 
light weight, and ean run at an even 
pace at any (distance from five furlongs 
to two and a half miles. 

Of this kind was the great horse Advance 
Guard, now permanently retired. For the 
past four years he has been continuously 
raced on almoet eary track from Maine te 
California. durine which time has started 
in no leas than 160 races. 

Advance Guard is owned by Caruthers 
and Shields, the latter of whom is now a 
partner of E. R. Thomas, the owner of 
fiermis. 

During all the years tn which he has 
been campaigned he has traveled and 
raced more than any horse that ever ap- 
peared on the American turf. 

He was kept in racing condition by con- 
stant campaigning. and no matter whether 
the track was fast or slow, heavy or hold- 
ing, he was never ecratohed for any of 
these reasons. 

In the days when Guttenbure was in its 
glory Blitcen wae called the “iron horse,”’ 
and he was later on supplanted by Logan 
for that title, but Advance Guard has a 
stronger claim than either to that distinc- 
tion. 

The son of Great Tom—Nelliie Van started 
his racing career at Aqueduct fn the gpring 
of 1899 and since that time he has been first 
45 times. second 88 times, third 29 times and 
outside the money only 48 times. This its 
a splendid record, which has never been 
excelled on the American turf. 


Advance Guard’s 
First Race. 


The first race in which he started was a 


finished sixth In a field of seven. 
in seven races before he even finished ‘‘in 
the money.” He had been to the post 15 
times before he won a race, and that was 
for a small purse at a Canadian track. 

He was thought little of at this stage of 
his career. 

As a 2-year-old Advance Guard was a 
failure, but it has been the general history 
of the great horses of the American. turf

Guard was never scratched for track or weather conditions.

His new owners raced him as a juvenile 
over the metropolitan tracks .but he could 
not win, and he was therefore sent on 
the Canadian circuit, where the game was 
easier. His form in Canada was erratic, 
but he sNowed glimpses of that speed 
which made him so famous in after years. 
From Canada he was sent to take part in 
the winter campaign of 1899, and dietin- 
guished himself by winning the Tanforan 
stakes. Early in the spring of 1900 he be- 
gan to show his true form, and won the 
Pacific Union Handicap, the Golden Gate 
Handicap, ami defeated the crack horse 
Andrissa in a match race at a mile and 
an eighth. 

Towards the chése of the "Frisco meeting 
he was sent to Canada again, and at the 
Toronto spring meeting he won the Wood- 
stock stakes In a desperate finish.

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Pedee is glad that he has escaped from prison, 
and he gives thanks for his deliverance. He 
hastens to an altar with a cross built on it, and 
bracing his tiny feet firmly against a little perch, 
he falls forward on his head and breast, and in 
a small, piping voice offers up a prayer. 

In his next act Pedee is living a new life, as 
his master will do in the years to come. He has 
gone into business, and has prospered.

rectory, and, bracing his feet squarely against 
the instrument, tugs at a cord with his bill, 
which sets a bell to jingling. Here it is that 
Pedee exhibits an even more marvelous intelli- 
gence than he has shown before.

If something is brought to him that 
he did not call for he refuses to touch it. 
After this Pedee introduces himself. He has 
not done this before, beeause he is supposed to 
have taken up another name, his true one, after 
he leaves prison, as lis master will do.

shoyed. Pedee goes to these buttons, and one 
after another in quick succession pecks thos:

One of the most remarkable of Pedee’s av}, «\ v- 
ments is raising a flay over his tort. This fo.-: 
is fitted out with cannon, ammunition am! de- , 
fenders, besides a flagstaff. The bird climbs up 
to it and, seizing the halyards in his bill sluw!y 
raises the flag to the top of the staff, which is 
a foot high. 

After performing this feat he turns about, 
fluffs himself up, stretches out his yellow throat, 
and, with an exquisite melody in his voice, sings 
“Yankee Doodle,” a performance which alone 
makes good Pedee’s claim to be one of the most. 
valuable canaries in the world. 

In teaching this trick, Meyers expended about 
600 hours. Each note was taken separatel¥. In 
his cell the prisoner would whistly it softly again 
and again, until Pedee took up the notes after 
him. At the same time the bird was taught to 
give the note of the whippoorwill and to whistle 
a dog call. pn 
The Champion Bird Acrobat. 

Besides doing all these things, Pedee is an 
acrobat extraordinary. He is‘the most athletic 
bird alive, and in all his tricks he takes no as- 
sistance from his wings. He has an Eiffel tower 
several feet high, with winding steps, and these 
he ascends one by one. He works a treadmill a 
oot in diameter at a dizzy speed, and sometimes 
jets so enthusiatic that when he gets off he 
can hardly stand up. He has a set of hurdles 
which he practices on every day, and a Ferris 
wheel, which whirls him through the air at a 
rapid speed. 

But Pedee’s favorite pastime, perhaps, is riding 
his little bicycle. If his master will draw him 
he will sit on this for half an hour at a time.

HIS is the “Roberts story,” the story of “the other man” in “the 
Blair story.” 

It is the story of James T. Roberts, the Nemesis of James 
L. Blair. 

There might never have been a Blair story if there had 
not been a Roberts story—the story of the plottings, the

If the undoing of Blair liad been fated, a more efficient instrument for bring- 
ing it about might have been sought far.

Roberts was something like 26 years of age then. His ensemble was not more 


convincing than was to be expected from a lawyer who was a lawyer's clerk. 

He was-not the sort of man that James L. Blair, man of refined tastes and ele- 
gant manners, was likely to take a personal interest in. 

It may be that he bore himself with just a suggestion of an air of the superior- 
ity which he felt, and it may be that it would have been better for him if he had not. 

For James T. Boberts was ambitious and disposed to be envious and it is more 
than likely that there were then planted the seeds of a sort of class distrust and dis- 
like which fruited after many years in the Blair story.

That thing in his nature prompted him to take stock of James L. Blair as soon 


as he entered his office. 

He found that Mr. Blair was living quietly, “as became a lawyer of moderate 
means,” as Mr. Roberts recited in his autobiography. So far Mr. Blair met the ap- 
proval of the calculating, but not altogether convinced, Mr. Roberts. 


Roberts’ Keen Scent and Tenacity Were Blair's Undoing. 

Roberts remained with Blair only a few months, but it was long enough for him 
to learn all about the business relations of Blair. He did not discover that there 
was anything in these relations which merited his closer attention, but it was the 
rule of his life to remember and he remembered. 

But Roberts continued to do work for Blair. The latter had discovered that 
Roberts was a very handy man for certain kinds of work which it was moe dignified 
for Blair to direct to be done than to do himself. He had been quick to discern that 
Roberts possessed a keen scent and great tenacity, qualities which were often useful. 
They were the traits which afterward were the undoing of Blair, but Blair maintained 
an attitude of superiority toward Roberts and the thought that Roberts would ever 
be pitted against him, with his reputation and standing as the stake, would have ap- 
peared preposterous to him. 

Roberts did not fail to take note of Blair’s manner toward him. FES smothered 
his rebellious impulse with a vague promise that some day he might give it leash. 

They may 
have been philanthropic. Whether they were or not they did not draw Roberts any 
nearer to him. He did not want to draw Roberts any nearer to him, for that mat- 
ter. It was simply that at times he felt a sort of compassion for Roberts, who 
seemed to have rather more trouble than prosperity. But whatever his motives, Rob- 
erts despised philanthrophy, real or intended. He wanted none of the real and ac- 
cepted the intended with sullen reservation. He was not the sort of man to consider 
that he was ever overpaid and what Blair meant as favors he merely credited men- 
tally on the Blair account. 

True to his nature, he “kept books” on Blair as the years passed. By and by 
he took note that Blair was adopting a more extravagant mode of living.

Roberts had nothing to indicate to him that there was a lack of rectitude in the 
life of Blair, but he was taking advantage of his business relations with Blair to put 
his employer's affairs on the dissecting table and he did not like the looks of the 
things his stealthy knife laid bare. 

One day Roberts was going over the books of Blair checking up a trial balance. 
lie says he discovered that the account of a client had not been credited with an 
amount which had been recovered, partly through his efforts, a year or two before.

breath of suspicion had rested upon it or any of 
its members. 

An inviolate rule of the organization was never 
to “turn a trick” in Washington or adjoining 
counties. Instead of making its headquanters in 
a city and operating in the smaller tributary 
towns, as has been the custom of the gentry, 
this gang did the reverse; it rendezvoused in the 
wilderness and operated in the towns and cities. 

And the members of it were looked up to by 
the simple country folk as very desirable citizens, 
all things considere They frequented the 
“joint” at Gerardy and were addicted to profan- 
ity and late hours; these were the worst things 
that could be said of them. But their generosity 
covered a multitude of sins. 

While they did not attend services in the little 
mission ehurch, they contributed to its support 
with a free hand, making up large arrearages in 
the minister’e salary and pleasing the women, 
with gifts of handsome church furnishings, the 
source of which no one ever thought 0 ques- 
tion. 

When one of them (Frank Martin) was arrest- 
ed, a note was found in his pocket written by the 
schoolma’am. It thanked him “on behalf of the 
district,” for a copy of the Century Dictionary, 
and referred indirectly to other previous benefac- 
tions. 


Had Entree to Every Home. 

The extensive correspondence carried on by 
the gang with colaborers formed the chief 
sources of revenue of the Gerardy postoffice, 
and their traffic in stolen wares of al] kinds 
made it unnecessary for jobbing houses to send 
drummers to the town. 

But the most striking anomaly was the social 
niche occupied by the outlaws. They had entree 
to almost every home within a radius of ten 
miles, and not only did they attend barn hops, 
suppers, literary and debating societies, but 
were actually centra) figures at such functions. 

By their profligate waste of money they awed 
the country swains and dazzled their sweethearts 
and sisters. They always dressed well. They 
were “traveled,” too, in a way, having visited 
most of the larger cities. 

The question, “How do you fellows make your 
money?!” was often asked and _ variously 
answered. They. could be trusted to answer in 
such a way as to avert suspicion. 

The interests of the individual members were 
made subservient to the interests of the band 
as a whole, while the organization and methods 
employed were such as to suggest the hand of 
Prof. Moriarity, Conan Doyle’s master crim- 
inal. 

“Dad” Monday, one of the shrewcdest criminals 
of the lot, was paid a salary of $100 per month 
to locate jobs, draw plans of the “layout” and 
figure'on the “getaway” of those who “turned 
the trick.” The bandits did not show up on 
the scene of their intended depredations until 
they were ready to make the “haul.” 

Two teams and two light wagons were owned 

wedi — 


by the gang. .After robbing a store, bank or 
postoffice, the loot was “planted” at some pre- 
arranged spot, and the robbers “went to cover.” 
A few days later a member of the gang drove 
around, dug up the “plant,” and hauled the 
spoils to the rendezvous. 

Frank Martin, alias St. Louis Dutch, was the 
patriarch of the organization. He arbitrated all 
disputes and exerted a controling influence in 
deciding the policy of the band. He was the 
“counselor” of the “Doones.” 

From the common fund raised by levies on 
members, money was sent to secure the release 
from jails and penitentiaries of those so unfortu- 
nate as to be caught. Fancy whisk brooms, 
carved books and crosses, inlaid boxes, and other 
raffled off. The proceeds were forwarded to 
the gang’s headquarters, where the articles were 
raffled off.

Straightway unrest manifested itself in the 
churches. The conviction became fixed that 
because the members: of the churches had 
moved further west it was the duty of the 
churches to follow them. It was feared that 
unless this was done the members who had 
moved westward would be lost and no others 
would come to take their places. 

So the churches, one after another, were 
closed or sold and new churches were built 
further west to take their places. 

But Centenary Church was not closed and it 
was not sold and a new Centenary was not 
built further west. | 

There were prophets who prophesied dolefully 
that Centenary would have to move or perish, 
but the old church stood fast and it is still 
doing business at the old stand, and there is 
every probability that {ft will be Centenary 
Church as long as its walls of rough hewn 
stone endure. 

Left to hold the fort alone, it has become 
much stronger than when it had strong allies. 
Destined to decay, according to the prophets, 
its life has beasme more abounding than that 
of any church fm the city. Doomed to lose 
all ite members, it has a larger membership by 
several hundred than any other Protestant 
church in the city. 

During the last conference year, which end- 
ed Sept. 20, 678 new members were taken into 
the church, almost as many as the total mem- 


bership of some of the churches which moved 
west to avoid the loss of their members. ‘lie 
increase was brought about without reviv:! 
meetings or any other special religious event 
at the church. 

During that year there were only two ser 
vices at which there were not persons “fo: 
ward,” either to join the church or as peni- 
tents. 

It is not unusual for from 12 to 20 persons 
to join the church on a single Sunday. 

The minister who preaches from the pulpit 
of Centenary Church is heard by the largest 
congregations in the city. And they are at the 
same time the most responsive audiences in the 
city. 

The church has always been in flourishing 
condition and there has never been a setback 
to its growth. Most of the members who 
have moved westward have continued to make 
Centenary their church home, because they 
could not find the same atmosphere in the 
West End churches. Some have transferred 
their membership to other churches, but there 
have always been new members coming in to 
take the places of those who departed. 

The growth last year was greater than it 
ever was before. This was due, apart 
from the momentum gathered from the 
work done during previous years, to the 
energetic personal work done by the 
pastor, Rev. Dr. W. F. McMurry, and {p- 
creased personal work on the part of the con- 
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gresation, due to the examnle set by the pas- 
fer and the adepticn of new methods for bring- 
Ine strangers under the influence of the church. 
Dr. MeMurrvy is now in his second conference 
vear at the church. He was transferred from 
the presiding eldership of the district because 
of his peculiar fitness for the conditions at 
Centenary Church. 

He is probably the youngest man at the 
head of a leading church in St. Louis. Al- 
though his gray hair and the maturity of his 
stature suggest a young-looking old man, he is 
in reality an old-looking young man, for he is 
only 39 years of age. 

He is every whit a preacher, but he is at the 
same time a hustler and a mixer. When he 
became pastor of the church it was the rule 
to extend to strangers more courtesy and kind- 
liness than is shown in most of the large 
churches, but while the attendance of stran- 
gers was large no definite plan for keeping 
track of them was being practiced.

ESPER hour was come and day was dying in the 
west. The sun had set and the shades of night were 
falling fast over the rough Ozark border country 
where Missouri and Arkansas meet. 
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Peace brooded over the cabin homes of the Ozark

Two men were rounding up some cattle in the pinery hard by the 
mountain road.

‘‘Tt’s Bill Naves,’’ said one to the other. 

When lights gleamed from the cabins an hour later two men had 
fallen at the doors of their homes and a boy lay dead on the ground. 

Murderous work had been done in three counties of two states. 

And it was ‘done by a man who rode a big gray horse and ‘carried a 
shotgun across the pommel of his saddle. 

Who was the grim rider of the gray horse and what was his motive’?

HE shooting of three persons in three 

T different counties of two states within 
the short time of an hour, are crimes 

with which Bill Naves, one of the most desper- 
ate men the Ozarks ever produced, has been 
charged. In addition Naves {is charged with 


stealing cattle on two different occasions, and 
he must also stand trial on these two charges. 


One of the murder cases has come to trial 
last month and after the most memorable con- 
‘test ever known in this section Naves has been 
acquitted. The trial took place at Mountain 
Home, the county seat of Baxter County, 
Arkansas. Wave's freedom was short, for he 
wee again arrested and the other charges

In the wildest section of the Ozark mountains, 
60 miles from «a railroad, was the scene of the 
triple crime that has been charged to Bill Naves. 
The first shooting affray occurred in Marion 

why, Arkansas, the second in Baxter County, 
Ark , and the third in Ozark County, Mis- 
souri, all on the same evening, between sunset 
and dark. 

On this eventful evening Ike Lantz, a farmer 
residing in the northeastern part of Marion 
County, “went to bed with the chickens,” as is 
the custom in the backwoods regions after a 
hard day’s work. He had scarcely retired when 
someone rode up to the gate of his humble 
cabin home and after the fashion of the coun- 
try, yelled “Helloi” 

A daughter of Lants went to the door and 
recognized Naves riding om « big, fine-looking 
gray horse. 

Fired Withoat Ratsing His Gan. 


“Tell your dad I want to see him,” sald Naves, 
and the girl quickly complied with the com: 


Lantz dressed and went out in the yard. The 
moon was shining and he walked up to the rail 
fence near which Naves sat on his horse. 

“What can I do for you, Bill!” asked Lantz. 

“Not much, I guess,” answered Naves, as he 
slowly turned his horse around until the muz- 
tle of a shotgun lying across the pommel of his 
saddle came directly opposite Latnz’s breast. 
With the words Naves pulled back the hammer 
of the gun and fired, without ever raising the 
weapon from its resting place on the saddle. 

The load of turkey shot with which the gun 
was loaded took effect in Lantz’s left arm and 
side. While Lantz crawled under a table in the 
yard, Naves put spurs to his horse and rode 
away. 

“Run quick, Frank, and tell Uncle Sam that 


barnyard. .Their cows had been late in coming 
up and they were busily engaged in milking. 

Frank Lantz told the story of the shooting in 
a few words. Just as he finished, Hillhouse 
chanced to look toward a cedar tree near the 
bam. He thought he saw a gray horse. 

“There’s Bill Naves now,” he shouted, and 
started to run to the house, scarcely 50 yards 
distant. Mrs. Hillhouse followed and the boy 
was close behind her. They had gone scarcely 
half the diatance when a shot rang out and 
Frank Lantz dropped to the ground, dead, 
pierced by many bullets. The others continued 
their flight and reached a place of safety, It 
was an hour later when Hillhouse ventured out- 
side and brought into the house the body of his 
nephew. 


The Shooting of Jerry Jenkins. 

Jerry Jenkina, living two miles from the scene 
of the killing of the boy, was the next victim of 
the assassin’s deadly weapon. Jenkins had just 
retired when he heard someone hail at the gate. 
He hastily put on his trousers and stepped to 
the gate. 

“What do you want?” he asked. 

The answer was a loud report from a shot 
gun and Jenkins fel] back upon the floor with 
a serious wound in his ody. He hai been 
shot with a load of turkey shot. 


The following day the entire commurity 
turned out, determined to find the slayer of 
Frank Lantz, who was also believed to be thie 
person who shot Ike Lantz and Jerry Jenkins. 
Sheriff Perkins of Marion County was soon on 
the scene with a posse. Sheriff Hudson came 
from Baxter County, and the Missouri officer, 
Sheriff Conkin, arrived from Gainsville, the 
county seat of Ozark County. ) 

Then the hunt for Bill Naves began. Bill 
heard of it and went to Oakland, in Marion 
County, where he surrendered to the constable. 

Naves was turned over to the Baxter County 
authorities. It was in Baxter County that 
murder had been committed, the killing of 
Frank Lantz, hence the authorities of that 
county had “first call” upon the much-wanted 
man. Naves was taken to Mountain Home, 
and being denied bail, was lodged in jail. 

His trial ttracted the attention of all south- 
ern Missouri and northern Arkansas. Many 
people drove in covered farm wagons for a dis- 
tance of over 70 miles over the mountainous 
regions to appear as witnesses or spectators in 
the memorable trial. Over 100 witnesses + ere 
in attendance, 

Naves claimed he had no money to employ an 
attorney. Judge Meeks, who was presiding over 
the court, appointed lawyers te defend the ac- 
cused. They were: Jerry O. South and W. M. 
Dyer of Mountain Home and O. E. Elmore of 
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during the trial was there a vacant seat in the 
room. Mountain Home turned out en masse 
and the country maidens from the surrounding 
neighborhood and the home of Naves, with 
their showy fans and colored ribbons, flocked to 
the trial as though it was circus day. 

Whenever Judge Meeks saw a lady enter the 
room ‘and there was no vacant seat for her, 
he stopped the trial and politely asked some 
strapping youth to vacate his seat in the lady’s 
favor. Then the trial would proceed. 

It developed during the hearing of the testi 
mony that no one saw Bill Naves shoot the Lantz 
boy. Ike Hillhouse, at whose home the killing 
occurred, swore that he saw in the moonlight 
behind a cedar tree near the place, a gray horse 
such as the boy had described Naves as riding. 


Gray Horse Behind a Cedar. 

The prosecution proved that scarcely an hour 
previous to the shooting, just as it was growing 
dusk, two men engaged in rounding up some 
cattle in the pinery a short distance from the 
Lantz home, heard someone riding along. One 
of the men hailed and when the rider answered 
the cattleman remarked to his companion that 
it was Bill Naves. The latter did not stop and 
talk to the cattlemen. 

The next heard of Naves was at the home of 
Tom Clarke, two miles further on toward the 
Lantz place. 

“Where is Tom?” asked Naves of Mrs. Clark, 
who came to the door upon hearing the cus- 
tomary “Hello!” The moon was just coming up 
and by itsedim rays Mrs. Clark could see a man 
on a gray horse at the gate. She took him to be 
Bill Naves, whom she knew. 

“Tom is out in the pinery, Bill,” she answered, 

Then the man on the horse, evidently wishing 
to hide his identity, disguised his voice and 
asked: 

“Who lives here?” 

Mrs. Clark answered the question and then 
the rider galloped away. She positively declares 
it was Naves, for she recognized his voice. 

The prosecution traced Naves from the Clark 
home to where Ike Lantz was shot. Both Lantz 
and his daughter swore he was at their home 
and that he shot the eldegg! antz. 


There the trail was lost. Not a single trace 
could be found. No one saw Naves from the 
time he left the Lantz home until he appeared 
at Jerry Jenkins’, four miles distant. 

Naves proved by his brother and two cousins 
that he was at the home of his mother on 
North Fork, in Ozark County, eight miles from 
the scene of the crime, at the time of the al- 
leged shooting. The prosecution produced two 
neighbors whe swore that they went to the 
Naves home that night after dark and found 
no one there but a sister of Naves. 

Andy Turnbo, a cousin of Naves, swore at 
the trial that he was away from his home on 
North Fork, which was about three miles from 
the Naves place, on the night of the shooting. 
He waited en @ sick neighbor and on returning 
home, just before daylight, found Bill Naves 
asleep on the porch He made Naves get up 
and go in the house and retire. 

Turnbo also testified that during the after- 
noon on the date of the shooting he missed his 
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wasn’t stopped he would turn Bill Naves loose 
on the guilty parties. This is the only motive 
assigned for the crime, and it is not based on 
anything tanyible. 

After every witness had been examined in the 
case the arguments of the attorneys began. All 
the speeches had been studied and were master- 
ful oratorical efforts.

He is a _ forcib'e 
speaker and a good lawyer. 


Acquitted, but Again Arrested, 

H. D. Green, who assisted Circuit Attorney 
Crenshaw. resides at West Plains, where he has 
practiced law for 25 years. As agriminal law- 
yer he has few equals in this secon. 

Jerry C. South, Naves’ leading agtorney, is the 
man who captured George and Bill Taylor, slay- 
ers of the Meeks family, in northern Missouri. 
The Taylors broke jail at Carrollton, went to 
Taney County and then floated down White 
river in a canoe to Buffalo City. Jerry South 
recognized them at Buffalo City and arrested 
them. He brought them back to Missouri and 
received a large reward. Subsequently Bill 
Taylor again escaped and was never retaken. 
George Taylor died on the gallows. 

During the arguments of the attorneys Naves 
never lost his nerve. He is always cool and 
self- possessed. Handsome, and with a low voice, 
he is rather prepossessing. But back of it al! is 
a spirit that broods evil. When the jury, after 
many hours of deliberation, returned a vordict 
of acquittal, Naves maintained his usual \quict 
demeanor. 

Two sheriffs were waiting for Naves when he 
left the courtroom. Sheriff Perkins arrested 
him for the shooting of Ike Lantz in Marion 
County. Naves gave bond and was released. 

Then Sheriff Conkin, who had a warrant charg. 
ing him with the shooting of Jerry Jenkins, in 


asked that the case be sent to Howell County 
on a change of venue, for he declared that the 
people of Ozark County were prejudiced against 
his client. Judge Burkhead granted the change 
of venue and Naves will be tried on three charges 
at the coming December term of the Howell 
County Circuit Court at West Plains. 

ill Naves was born and raised on North Fork, 
in Ozark County. His fath- 
er is dead and Bill resides with his mother and 
younger sisters at the old homestead. His 
mother has been an invalid for many years. 

iver since childhood Bill has been known as 
a hard character. He had scarcely reached the 
age of 21 when he and his cousin, Sam Mar- 
tin, were arrested for burglarizing a country 
store at Pontiac, in Ozark County. Bill plead- 
ed guilty to the charge and was sentenced to the 
penitentiary for two years. He served out his 
time and returned home. 

Then came the stories of cattle stealing by 
Naves. Sam Pelham and William McGee, neigh- 
bors of Naves, alleged that they had lost some 
cattle. They swore: out @ warrant charging 
Naves with the offense. When officers went to 
get Naves he was hiding out.

Naves and his cousin, Sam Turnbo, went to 
the cabin of Sam Hill, who kept the blind tiger. 
Hill is a eripple and had heen selling liquor for 
some time. Naves and Turnbo filled up on 
mountain dew and then went to the home of 
Turnbo’s father. This terribly incensed the 
elder Turnbo and caused him to remark that 
he would give $10 to anyone who would potr 
out Hill’s liquor. , 

Naves called the offer. Taking his Winchester 
he jumped on a mule and rode away. A short 
time later Naves pushed open the door of Hill's.’ 
blind tiger. Covering Hill with his rifle Naves 
compelled the cripple to turn open the wooden 
fancet of the barrel until all the liquor had Tun 
out on the floor. Then Naves rode back to 
Turnbo’s home and claimed the reward. 

Sheriff Conkin has arranged to bring Naves 
and over 100 witnesses to West Plains.

The first public building started in the third Guadala- 
jara was the cathedral, which is still the pride -f the 
city. Work on it was begun in 1548, but the cornerstone 
was not laid until 1571 and the building was completed 
in 1618. It stands today unchanged from its condition 
then, except that the old towers were thrown down by 
an earthquake in 1818, but others, exact reproductions of 
the old, have been built. 

The cathedral is of white stone, occupying the entire 
aquare on the north of the plaza. The two spires are 
unusual in their sturdiness. They are not slender like 
the spires usually seen in the United States, but instead 
rest on broad bases. They are saved from clumsiness by 
the breadth of the building itself, which spreads out be- 
low them as if the protector of the entire city. 

The interior is adorned with delicate tracery in stone 
almost as light and airy as the famous lace made by Mex- 
ican women. 


Treasured above all else in the building, however, is 
the famous painting, “The Assumption,” by Murillo. The 
authenticity of the picture is no longer questioned. How 
it is valued is indicated by the Cabildo’s refusal of $40,000 
for it made by Marshal Bazaine, one of Maximilian’s of- 
ficers in the French invasion. 

Twelve other churches, all gmaller than the cathedral, 
but are rare specimens oY Mexican and Spanish architec- 
ture, attest the devotion of the inhabitants of Guadalajara 
and add to the romantic beauty of the city.” 

Other great buildings of the city are the palace of the 
governor of Jalisco, built of white stone and marble 
about an immense pateo or garden and covering an entire 
square; the Theater Degollado, also of white with im- 
mense stone pillars across the front; the Hospicio, where 
the poor of Jalisco, both old and young, are cared for; 
the Hospital and the Penitenciaria, or penitentiary, which 
ecvers sever. squares. 

Business houses and stores throughout the city are 
built on the line of the narrow streets. They are all of 
ligh* stone or adobe, severely plain. During the day the 
glare of the aun on them te blinding It is not relieved 


by the shade of trees for the builders of Guadalajara 
saved all their trees for the plaza, the Alameda and the 
numerous squares and gardens which furnish frequent 
vesting places. 

Excepting the large stores in the Portales near the plaza 
there is little on the outside to distinguish store from 
residence. Both are built around an open patoe or garden, 
all rooms opening on to galleries surrounding these pateos, 
which are filled with tropical plants, palms and orange 
trees and often are graced with playing fountains. 

The visitor passes from the street through a lofty cor- 
ridor with a high iron gate at the end into-the pateo. 
There he discovers whether he has entered home or store. 

The Portales occupied by the large stores near the plaza 
are like American store buildings, except that they are 
surrounded by roofed colonnades so that a person may 
walk around them and gaze in the show windows, being 
all the time protected from rain or sun. 

Guadalajara has no office buildings. Its professional 
men have their offices at their homes. As a result busi- 
ness is not transacted in a business section, but all over 
the city. 

Whether homes Guadalajara buildings are 
made of stone and adobe. Wood does not enter into them. 
Floors are of tiling which is easily kept clean. There are 
few carpets in use. 

The streets or calles of Guadalajara are paved with 
stones of uneven sizes and ahopes. ‘They are kept clean by 
gengs of peons or laborers, who sweep them daily with 
little brooms of rushes with shmt handles which compe! 
them to stoop to their work. An officer of the gendermarie 
directs each gang and in apite of his flashy uniform and 
clanging sword frequently picks up orange peelings and 
bits of paper which he throws into the cart accompanying 
his gang. Every foot of street is swept daily. 

Streets and buildings are lighted with electricity. The 
dynamos are run by water power which the Palle of Juan- 
acatlan on the Rio Grande del Santiago, 15 miles from 
Guadalajara, furnish. The Rio Grande de] Santiago, which 
is the largest river in Mexico, dashes 65 fest over a 
precipice, forming what is called “the Niagara of Mexico.” 
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can Niagara. 

Guadalajara has waterworks as welljas electric lights, 
street cars, clean paved streets and’ other public utilities. 
Pure water from the mountains to the west is conducted 
along a mammoth storie viaduct to the city, where it sprays 
from a thousand fountains as wéll as » supplying homes, 
tactories and stores. 

The Plaza de Armas with the governor's palace on one 
side, the Cathedral on another and:the Portales on the two 
remaining sides, is the center of ljfe in'Guadalajara. It 
covers one square and is a bower of palm-and orange trees, 
with flower beds, walks and seats seattered through it 


" and a big bandstand in the center. 


From 7 to 9 o’clock is the busiest time in Guadalajara. 
Then the sun has gone down, leaving # glowing sky and a 
fine cool hreeze. A military band comparing favorably 
with any in the United States plays.in the plaza and’ the 
entire population comes out to promenade and visit the 
shops and stores. 

The promenade of the Guadalajara senoritas nightly 
on the plaza is a feature of the city’s life. The scene 
there is lively. As the time approache# coaches and vic- 
torias drawn by spirited horses descended from the Barbs 
of French invaders, appear about the plaza bringing the 
beauties of the city. Young men on prancing steeds with 
trappings of silver and gold pass the carriages bowing 
solemnly. Many of. the riders wear bespangled trousers 
and great sombreros trimmed in gold. 

On foot hundreds of men and women, young and old, 
gather on the plaza and the surrounding streets. The 
peons in broad hat, scantily clad and wearing rude san- 
dals on their bare feet, sit on the curbs and on the grass 
to watch the pleasures of the wealthy. Boys and men 
carrying baskets of Mexican candies poised on their heads, 
hawk their goods as they work through the crowds. 

When the band begins to play the senoritas leave their 
carriages and gather in the center of the plaza for the 
promenade. The young nen gather in a separate per 
When the promenade begins there are four parties walk 
ing in concentric circles.

Occasionally a Mexi- 
ean cowboy with his rough pony, pistols and lariat, appears 
in the throng, and even a team of oxen to a clumsy. car} 
sometimes pushes slowly through the crowd. 

The scene does not change until 9 o'clock. 
punctually as it came Guadalajara goes home again and 
the city becomes quiet. 

The resident of Guadalajara begins his oes at 7 o'clock, 
when it is cool. During the morning the two important 


events are the departure and arrival of the City-of Mexi- 


co trains. At train time the station is crowded. 

From 7 to | o’clock in the afternoon the city is busy. 
At 1 o’clock business stops and the siesta begins. Stores 
and factories are closed. The doors are locked. The city 
becomes still, while its population sleeps away the heated 
hours of the day. Only the Cathedral chimes every 
minutes and an occasional oxcart disturb the quiet. 

But at 3 o’clock business resumes again, 
the lively scene on the plaza during the senoritas’ prome 
nade.

OK the second time in the 
history of the United 
States fiavy the name of 
the sovereign state of 
Missouri is borne by one 
of the fastest and most 
powerful fighting ma- 
chines afloat. 
The people of Missouri have shown their 
pride and gratification by presenting the ship 
with a bel) and belistand. 


The present battleship has established thus 
early in her history her claim as the fastest! 
line of battleship afloat on the seas and every 
loyal Missourian will joi. in the hope that her 
history will be a more fortunate one than that 
of her namesake, launched in 1841, and the 
fourth steamship of the navy. 


The original Missouri was a wooden sloop 
of war of which great things were promised 
as she represented the highest development 
of the naval architecture of that day. She 
was 220 feet long on the water line, with a 
maximum beam of 40 feet, and carried all her 
guns on one deck. She had side wheels, driven 
by inclined type engine and her speed was nine 
knots an hour under steam alone. She cost, 
exclusive of armament, 8598,485. 


Compare the Missourj of 184] with her name 
sake of 1903, the latter with a speed record of 
18,05 Knots per hour, nearly double the best per 
formance under steam of the sloop of war Mis 
souri, and the armament of the two craft. 


The early Missouri had two l0-inch, (120 
pounders), smooth-bore, muzzie-loading Paix- 
ham guna, and eight S-inch, 68-pounders of the 
“ume type. At 500 vards the 8-inch guns were 
capable of sending their projectiles through 33 
inches of seasoned oak, while the missiles from 
the l0-inch Paixhams could only pierce 32 
inches of the same material. 


The main battery of the new Missouri has 
four I2-inch, high-power guna, the shells sent 
from them being capable of piercing the thick- 
»st armor afloat. In this battery also are 
16 Ginch rapid fire guns and secondary battery 
of six 3-inch and eight 3-pounder guns, four 
l-pounder automatic guns, two ]-pounder rapid 
fire guns, two Colt automatic guns ard two

\t 3000 vards a shell from the Missouri's 12- 
inch guns is capable of piercing 16 inches of 
hardened steel. At the same range the armor- 
piercing balls from the 6-inch guns will go 
through 5.2 inches of Krupp steel, or 5.9 inches 
of Harveyized steel, performances slightly in 
excess of those required from smoothbores of 
the old Missouri. 

In her exterior view the Missouri of the 
new navy is the incarnation of powerful beauty. 
ler two steel masts with their fighting tur- 
rets loom high above her three big smoke- 
stacks, below which, forward and aft, are the 
two huge turrets, with the muzzles of her 12- 
inchers protruding in a grimly suggestive man- 
ner. 

From the tip of her murderous ram to the 
afiermost curve of her stern is 395 feet, almost 
the length of an ordinary city block.’

LITTLE silver crucifix, believed to 
have once been the property of 
Father Marquette and to have been 

lost by him on his memorable trip from 
Green Bay up the Fox river and down the 
Wisconsin river to the Mississippi in 1673, 
is a treasured possession of W. H. Hol- 
comb of Appleton, Wis. 

It was found last summer on the bank 
of the Fox river, near the mouth of Bun- 
gert’s creek, by workmen excavating for 
the grading of the Appleton-Kaukauna 
electric railway line. It was unearthed at 
a depth of 16 feet below the surface, lying 
close beside a charred and biackened log, 
which was evidently the back-log of sume 
old-time campfire, and wo old that the wood 
crumpléd into punk soon after being ex- 
posed to the alr. 

The mouth of Bungert’s creek, where it 
empties into the Fox river near the vil- 
lage of Little Chute, a few miles from 
Appleton, is well authenticated as one of 
the camping places of Father Marquctte 
and his party when he made his first trip 
up the Fox river. The depth at which the 
crucifix and back-log were found below the 
surface is eas'ly explained by the crum- 
biing and shifting of the bluffs a few yards 
back from the water’s edge. 

The crucifix is of pure silver, about three 
inches long, and so old and battered that 
the features of the Christ are worn to a 
mere blotch, as are also the hands and 
feet of the figure. There are no marks 
on the cross to serve as identification, and 
no inscription save the letters “I. N. R. 
L.,”" on a scroll. over the head of the figure 


on the cross. These letters stand for the . 


words in the Latin phrase: ‘Jesus of 


Nazareth, King of the Jews.”’ 

The teamster who found the crucifix gave 
it to W. H. Holcomb. It was submitted to 
various Catholio priests, some of them 
students of the early history of the Fox 
river valley region, and also to the author- 
ities of a Jesult seminary in Chicago. A\!!.

tager to secure possession of it, but none 
Ould give any definite information concern- 
ng it except that it was manufactured 
srevious to the middle of the Seventeenth 
ventury. This latter fact is shown by the 
reversal of the connecting bar of the lIet- 
ter “N”’ from its present position, a fash- 
on prevalent up to about the middle 1600s. 
The Wisconsin State Historical Society 
»xperts have also examined the cross, but 
can give no more definite information 
about it than that already mentioned. Al! 
agree, however, that it must have belonged 
to and been lost by some early French 
missionary, and there is little doubt in the 
minds of those qualified to judge, that 
from the locality and circumstances of its 
discovery it must have belonged either 
to Father Marquette or to some person of
